The post- 
office of Hamlin had hardly been 
annou nced 
till 
some 
enterprising 
printer came to the new town of 
Hamlin and started a small new- 
paper, and if we hav e the history 
correctly , one dreary day , abou t the 
last day s of October 1905 , a y ou ng 
fellow by the name of Clau de Shel­ 
ton, now' Editor of the Rotan 
Ad­ 
v ance, was sitting in some barber 
shop and the gang discu ssed 
what 
shou ld the new paper be called. Ev ­ 
ery body agreed it shou ld be named 
“The Ilamlin Herald.” 
It stood, it 
has k ept standing, and so closely has 
the history and the progress of Ham­ 
lin been bou nd u p with the Hamlin 
Herald, it wrnu ld now seem almost 
sacrilegiou s to hav e a Hamlin with­ 
ou t a Herald. 


The Herald is one of the few firm 
names in Hamlin that has not chang­ 
ed in the past tw'enty -fiv e y ears. Off

In the case of terraces, rainfall was stored 
in the soil to provide moisture for crops, at the 
same time contributing to flood control. But 
the series of dams were credited with creating 
a flood menace.. A lesson therein is seen that 
the most effecfive curb on devastating floods, 
and the most economical method for taxpay­ 
ers is to begin where the rains fall.
